Please amend the paragraphs beginning on page 4, line 7 as follows: 

With reference to FIGS. 2 and 3, a cap 52 has an outer face 54 which has a cylindrical body 
60 which has interior threads 62 and which that are adapted to mate with the threads 3 1 associated 
with the pipe 34 of port 3Q-(FIG. 2). The cap 52 also has an annular flange 64 that extends radially 
outwardly from the open end of the cylindrical body 60. A thin sealing membrane 66 is affixed to 
the face 54 (FIG. 2) of cap 52 so as to seal the aperture in the cap when it is screwed into the threads 
31 so that the cap can be effectively sealed against the port 30. 

hi operation, the cap 52 can either be removed from the port-3 0 pipe 34 , or the thin sealing 
membrane 66 can be cut away so as to permit the attachment of the conventional overflow 
mechanisms. 
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
